Of  the  Infectious  Diseases,  Diphtheria,  once  again,  was^the 
most  prominent  during  the  year.  Most  of  the  cases  occurred 

during  the  early  months  of  t940. 

Scarlet  Eever  continued  to  he  a mild  disease,  and  only  a few 
cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Cases  of  Scarlet  Eever  are  now  admitted  under  the  following 
circumstances: - 

(a)  If  the  patient  is  illj 

(b)  If  there  is  overcrowding  in  the  home; 

(c)  If  the  mother  is  doing  war  v/ork; 

(d)  If  the  child  is  an  Evacuee; 

(e)  In  any  circumstance  where  the  family  Doctor  thinks  it  is 
desirable  to  admit  the  child  to  hospital. 

Measles  and  lYhooping  Cough  became  epidemic  during  November 
'and  December  ~ continuing  into  the  year  \^4\ . 

Medica.1  Practitioners  wei’e  advised  that  hospital  accommodation 
was  available  for  such  children  whose  chance  of  recovery  would  be 
improved  by  hospitalisation. 

In  1940,  these  diseases  v/ere  not  severe  in  character.

Following  the  epidexuic  of  Diphtheria  in  1,939“40;,  the  Council 
decided  to  give  all  parents  the  opportunity  of  having  their 
children  potected  against  Diphtheria. 

The  work  was  commenced  in  June,  1,940.  . The  respohs.e  is' 

good.  A Clinic  is  held  vreekly  in  Bargoed,  and  all  infant 

Schools  in  the  urban  area  are  periodically  visited. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  County  Education  Authority  and  to  all 
Head  Teachers,  v/ho  have  co-operated  magnificently  in  this 
preventive  work. 
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. During  the  year,  Dvaouee  children  came  to  Gelligaer.  These 

children  ■were  a special  risk,  because  they  cane  from  an  area  v/here 
'there  had  been  very  little  Diphtheria.  Parenta.l  consent  "was 

'Obtained  through  theii’  home  Education  Authority,  and  most  of  them 
Iwere  immunised.
